DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1, 4-7, 9-11, 13-20, 22-24, 28, 29, and 31-34 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
determining a size of photographic object based on the extracted color average value 
and the extracted deviation for each of the plurality, of upper search lines and the 
plurality, of lower search lines, wherein determining the size of the photographic object 
includes determining a number of pixels that exist within a range of a certain deviation 
from an average value of a specific color and determining an area of the photographic 
object based on the determined number of pixels; in combination with other elements of 
the claim. 

Regarding claims 4 - 7, 9 - 11, and 13, these claims are allowed as being 
dependent from allowed independent claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 14, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
determining a size of a photographic object based on the extracted color average value 
and the extracted deviation for each of the plurality of lines, wherein determining the 
size of the photographic object includes determining a number of pixels that exist within 
a range of a certain deviation from an average value of a particular color and 
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determining an area of the photographic object based on the determined number of 
pixels; in combination with other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claims 15-20 and 22 - 23, these claims are allowed as being 
dependent from allowed independent claim 14. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
determining a size of a face region based on the extracted average value and the 
extracted deviation of the skin color for each of the plurality, of upper search lines and 
based on the extracted average value and the extracted deviation of the skin color for 
each of the plurality, of lower search lines, wherein determining the size of the face 
region includes determining a number of pixels that exist within a range of a certain 
deviation from an average value of a skin color and determining an area of the face 
region based on the determined number of pixels; in combination with other elements of 
the claim. 

Regarding claims 28 - 29 and 31 - 34, these claims are allowed as being 
dependent from allowed independent claim 24.
